MAJ. LEE’S DISGRACEFUL CONDUCT. 


He Is Said to Have Made a Sorry Figure in 
' Corea. 

WaSsmxorox, D. C., Jan. 3.+—-[Special. |— 
A naval officer who has recently returned 
from the China station brings with hima 
rather unfavorable report of Maj. Lee of 
Philadelphia, who is a member of the Amer- 
ican colony in Corea. Maj. Lee is the as- 
sociate of Gen. Dye and Col. Cummungs of 
this city, who went to Corea upon 
the recommendation of Gen. Sheridan a year 
ago to reorganize the King’s army, in 
which service Gen. Dye holds the rank of 
chief of staff. Maj. Lee, it is said, has been 
guilty repeatedly of conduct unbecoming an 
officer and a gentieman, 
occasion to have abused the hospitality of 
Mr. Dinsmore, the American Minister to 
Seoul, to secretly familiarize himself with 
the archives of the legation, which he after- 


ward made public on purely political grounds. 


On another occasion Maj. Lee was one 
of a number of guests invited to the Chinese 
Embassy to celebrate the birthday ot the 
Corean King. After helping himself liber- 
ally to the wine the Major took exception toa 
remark made by one of his entertainers. He 
hurriedly left the table and, rushing to his 
lodgings, seized his swora and returned with 
the avowed intention of clearing out the 
house. He was with some difficuity dis- 
armed, but the affair created a tremendous 
sensation which was for days the talk of 
the town.

HER MIND MAY GIVE WAY. 


LIBBIE BIECHLER SAID TO BE LOS- 
ING HER REASON. 


The Murderess of Harry King, Locked ina 
Damp and Dingy Cell and Forbidden to 
Speak to Any One, Broods Over Her 
»Terrible Situation Until She Becomes 
Frenzied and Prays for Death—Her At- 
torney’s Statentent—Probable Line of 
Defense. 

Omana, Neb., Jan. 3.—[Special.|—The jail 
Officials say that Libbie Biechler is going in- 
sane. Gen. Cowin, her lawyer, says she was 
insane when she killed Harry King, and 
that she has been steadily getting worse ever 
since. The county physician expresses the 
same opinion. This may bea dodge that 1s 
being worked up now with the intention of 
springing it on the jury when she is brought 
into court for trial, but whether she is sane 
now or not everything is being done that can 


be done to drive her crazy. Locked in a damp” 


and dingy cell, she is allowed no freedom 
whatever, and receives less attention and 
fewer courtesies than she would if serving a 
term of life imprisonment in the peniten- 
tiary. No one is permitted to see her except 
her attorney and the jail attendants. All 
visitors are kept away from her cell and are 
even excluded from the corridor in which 
her ceil 18 located. Many ladies of the city 
have called, bringing with them fruits and 
flowers. They asked permission to talk

with the unfortunate young woman, but 
were not even allowed a glimpse of her 
face. So all day long she sits alone in 
solitary confinement, beyond the sound of 
even a human voice. To a high strung, nerv- 
ous woman, left alone to contemplate her ter- 
rible crime and a possible punishment of 
death upon the gallows, life is growing more 
and more burdensome. 

PRAYING FOR DEATH. 

Every day she prays to die and today she 
sent a note to her attorney telling him that 
she could no longerendure the misery and 
suffering that is wearing out her life. The 
note was disconnected, wildly passionate, 
and even pathetic. It bore every evidence 
of having been penned by a distracted woman. 
She begged him to come and see her, and in 
the next sentence entreated him to secure 
her release “from this terrible place.” “If 
I could only die and end this terrible suffer- 
ing.“ she wrote, I would do so gladly. But 
I can’t stay here any longer, for I know that 
Iam going mad.“ The rest of the note is al- 
most unintelligible and the paper on which 
it 19 written is stained with what appears to 
be teardrops. Gen. Cowin says he receives 
similar notes almost daily and sometimes 
twice a day. 

Isympathize with her deeply,” he said, 
“but of course [cannot spare the time from 
my law practice to visit her. Nor 
can 1 permit anyone else to see her. 
My reasons for taking this course 
can be readily understood. Atthe time she 
shot King she sent for me. 1 have long since 
discontinued criminal practice and was on 
the point of declining her case when she won 
my sympathy by telling me that she had not 
a friend in the world who could be of any 
service to her and that she was almost with- 
out means. Then she toid me the story of 
her life and of her marriage with Harry King, 
and realizing that unlimited means would be 
furnished the prosecution I finally consented 
to become her counsel. Immediately I gave 
instructions that she be kept entirely seclud- 
ed from all visitors. This was absolutely nec- 
essary because my client was so completely 
unstrung and hysterical that she was not 
mentally responsible for what she might say 
or do. In her nervous and excitable state of 
mind she would likeiy say many things that 
would injure her case, and such irresponsibie 
utterances might be further distorted and used 
against her as testimony. It is a difficult 
case to handle, and as I give my services 
gratuitously, and even furnish part of the 
money out of my own pocket to obtain neces- 
sary testimony, 1 feel that I am justified in 
taking any action I may think is proper to 
protect the interests of my client.” 

THE LINE OF DEFENSE. 

„What will be your line of defense?” 

„That has not yet been determined.“ 

Emotional insanity, I suppose!“ 

„Well, there will be no difficulty in estab- 
lishing that point. .Those who know wom- 
en of her class know that when they 
love a man they love as no 0Oother 
woman can. Their love is a 
consuming passion. Such, I do not doubt, 
was the love she bore Harry King. He 
abandoned her, and under false pretenses 
she was induced to give him up. Then she 


learned that she had been duped and de- 


ceived. He had married another, although 
she was still his wife. Smarting under the 
deception and aimost consumed with jeal- 
ousy, she came here to see him and find out 
if it was really true that he was married. 
She met him and he crueily struck her. For 
five nights she had not slept. Her nerves 
were unstrung and without really knowing 
what she was doing she killed him. I be- 
lieve that she was driven to desperation by 
Harry King and others, and that she was in 
no way responsible for her actions at the 
time of the shooting.” 
HER PRESENT CONDITION. 

Do you believe she is sane now“ 

No, sir; nor does any one else who knows 
of her daily life since she has been in jail. 
In fact, I should not be surprised if her mind 
entirely failed her before the trial is reached. 
It is impossible to keep her calm. She is 
ner vous, hysterical, and almost frantic much 
of the time so much so that she is not per- 
mitted to speak about the shooting to even 
the attendants at the ja.“ 

„What, in vour opinion, will be the result 
of the trial!“ 

„No one can foreshadow the verdict of a 
jury. I hope for an acquittal.” 

Have any of her Chicago friends been to 
see her or volunteered to assist you in de- 
fending her“ 

Not one, Iam entirely alone in the case. 
If I can only find the witnesses whose testi- 
mony is most needed I shall feel almost con- 
fident of a favorable verdict. The trouble 
now 18 that some of the most important wir- 
nesses have disappeared and cannot be 
found. I believe they are being paid to keep 
out of the way.”

| SUING FOR MANY MILLIONS 


AN IMPORTANT CASE AGAINST THE 
NORTHERN PACIFIC. 


Government Officials Charge That the Rail- 
road Company Has Been Engaged for 
Years in Systematically Stealing Timber 
from the Public Lands—Millions of Feet 
of Valuable Timber Alleged to Have 
Been Taken—The United States Asks 
for an Injunction. ¢ 


Sr. Pauw, Minn., Jan. 3.—[Special.]—By far 
the most important suit that has been insti- 
tuted in tne State of Minnesota for many 
years was filed today with the Clerk of the 
United States Circuit Court. The celebrated 
Manitoba Railroad case of Farley vs. Hill 
cannot compare with this one in importance. 
This suit involves Many mnilions of dollars 


pectsof the Nortbern Pacific Railroad, and 
will require the strict attention of the At- 
torney General of the United States, to- 
gether with other eminent lawyers from 
various parts of the country. The title of 
the suit is: The United States of America 
vs. The Northern Pacific Railroad Company. 
The corporation is charged with unlawfully 
trespassing upon and entirely denuding Gov- 
ernment land along its line of all the valu- 
able timber thereon, which had been held in 
reserve for the use and benefit of the public 
at large. The complaint states that since the 
4th day of July, 1879, the railroad company 


ment lands and unsurveyed timber domain in 
various parts of the State of Minnesota and 
the Territories of Montana, Idaho, and Wash- 
ington, entirely denuding the lands of tim- 
ber; that the trespasses are still being car- 
ried on and the company threatens to con- 
tinue the depredations. 
TOOK MILLIONS OF FEET OF TIMBER. 

The complaint says that in Montana, west 
of Bearmouth Station, the company has cut 
over 50,000,000 feet of lumber, amounting in 
value to over $1,000,000. Along its line in 
Idaho it has cut over 10,000,000 feet, valued 
at something over 8200, 000. Along that vor- 
tion of the Cascade Branch lying between 
Ellensburg and South Prairie Station it has 
cut over 20,000,000 feet, worth over $400,000. 
The company has cut a great quantity of 
timber on lands along its line in the State 
of Minnesota west of Duluth and Brain- 
erd. The Government claims that in this 
State the company has deauded the lands of 
over 200,000,000 feet of timber, amounting in 
value to something over $4,500,000. The Gov- 
ernment has made numerous attempts to pro- 
ceed against the company in the several Ter- 
ritories through which the railroad runs, but 
it has been compelled to abandon such a 
course of policy, having found that it is 
practicaily impossibie to sustain such cases 
on account of the hmited jurisdiction of the 
Territoria; courts, the complicated and mul- 
titudinous trespasses committed by a great 
number of persons, the practical im- 
possibility of obtaining legal evi- 
dence from the company's officers 
and employés, and the difficulty of procuring 
any other evidence concerning said tres- 
passes. The few settlers who were scattered 
through the country where the trespasses 
were committed are either ignorant concern- 
ing the same or unwilling to incur the enmity 
of the company by giving information against 
it.“ The ground upon which the railroad 
company is alleged to have trespassed is only 
valuable for its timber and material, and 
forms a part of the timber reserve which it 
has been the policy of the Government to 


efit to its citizens. | 
A GREAT LOSS TO THE GOVERNMENT: 

Therefore the denuding of the lands of the 
timber results in great and irremediapie loss. 
Unless the company is stopped at once by in- 
junction the entire country now being tres- 
passed upon will be entirely denuded. The 
Government has freqnently requested the 
Northern Pacific Railroad to desist, but it 
‘not only refuses to do so but threatens to 
continue cutting the timber.” The Govern- 
ment asks that an injunction be immediately 
issued to stop the cutting, and that the com-

— A rail- 
way train, consisting of one engine and sev- 
eral coaches, was stolen this morning at 
Freeville, N. V., in an exciting and unusual 
manner. It was on the Ithaca, Auburn & 
Western Railroad, which runs between

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A SAD CASE OF SUICIDE IN CHICAGO. 


A Former Newspaper Man Shoots Himself 
—His Hopeless Love. 

A sad case of suicide occurred at a North 
Side boarding house last night. Clarence 8. 
Galey, aformer newspaper man, was found 
by one of the boarders at No. 244 Ohio street, 
shortly before 6 o’clock last evening, lying 
on the floor of his bedroom with a bullet hole 
in his head. The police were immediately 
notified, and Drs. Sharp and Forster were on 
the sput a few moments after the occurrence. 
It was apparent at once that the wound was 
fatal, and no steps were taken to prolong the 
man’s life. After lingering two hours in an 
unconscious condition he died, and the body 
was conveyed to Bartlett's undertaking 
room, No. 245 North Clark street. 

Galey was until about a year ago managing 
editor of the Crawfordsville (Ind.) Review. 
He went West to Seattle, W. T., and re- 
turned to Chicago. Here he worked ‘for a 
Short time on an afternoon paper. Other 
ventures proving unsuccessful he was com- 
pelled to crave induigence from his credit- 
ors, of whom there appear to have been few. 
The fact of his indebtedness seems to have 
preyed upon his mind. The young man was 
always a man of exemplary habits, unmar- 
ried, and gave no intimation of the rash act 
in his previous.general demeanor. 

On the dressing table, bespattered with 
the blood of the suicide, was found an incom- 
plete telegram addressed to Miss Emma A. 
Stearns, 2726 Dickson street, St. Louis, Mo.“ 
It read: “I will send you-—” and there 
finished abruptly. On a scrap of paper lying 
close by was scribbled the words: “Emma 
—Won’t you let me have one of y——” but 
the writer had again left off abruptly. An 
empty envelope addressed to Miss Emma 
Stearns, No. 119 Broadway, Cincinnati, lying 
near, evidently was intended for the unfin- 
ished message. 

Toa friend Galey some time ago said that 
his parents bad opposed his intention to 
marry Miss Stearns. In consequence of this 
opposition he had left home, and his poor suc- 
cess after leaving Crawfordsviile had preyed 
upon his mind, accentuated dy the fact that 
the attainment of his hopes in regard to her 
was thus further delayed. 

The father of the suicide, S. T. Galey, who 
isafurrier at Crawfordsville, was notified 
and took the first train to Chicago. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Jan. 3.—[Special.}—Miss 
Emma Stearns was found at No. 2726 Dickson 
street and shown the telegram from Tun 
Trrpunzg. She was much agitated and fora 
few moments was almost unable to speak, 
but finally said: Yes, I know Clarence Ga- 
ley, and have known him for two years. He 
was from Crawfordsville, Ind., where I first 
met him.“ Do you knowof any cause for 
Mr. Galey’s action!“ None in the world. 
He was a bright young man.” Miss 
Stearns, was not Mr. Galey in love with 
vou!“ asked the reporter. The young lady 
hesitated, but finally said: Les; he was.“ 
Had he ever made love to you or asked 
you to marry him Ves, several times; 
in fact, I have refused him often.”’

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WORK FOR THE COUNCIL. 


IMPORTANT MEASURES TO COME BE- 
FORE THE MEETING TONIGHT, 


Amendments to Be Made to the Meigs 
„I.“ Road Ordinance—The Telephone 
Matter to Come Up for Action—Proba- 
ble Success of the State Street Project— 
Mr. Yerkes Supported by the Corpora- 
tion Counsel in the Tunnel Controversy. 


Manager Van Cieave will have one of the 
biggest houses of the season at the Council 
Chamber this evening. All the L“ road 
men will be on hand; also a goodly number of 
the State street property-owners and several 
representatives of the surface roads. Drug- 
gists who want reduced telephone rates and 
a number of druggists who want telephones 
at any rate will also be on hand. 

The Meigs “i,” ordinance will be recon- 
sidered, in accordance with the instructions 


| of the Mayor; the Finance Committee’s tele- 


phone ordinance wili come up at 8 o’clock; the 
State street L“ road will be taken up as a 
special order as soon as the telephone busi- 
ness is disposed of; and an effort will be 
made to make the Onderdonk ordinance a 
special order for Monday. The Mayor’s re- 
port on the high water service and reports 
from bureau officers wif also be presented. 
it is now decided that the Meigs ordinance 
will be amended in the séveral important 
particulars already aliuded to in Tue Trip- 
UNE, a so so as to provide that the stations 
shall be located in the middle of the blocks 
and not at the street corners. The headway 
between the surface of the street and the 
rail is fixed at fourteen feet; the Mayor sug- 
gests that this be made sixteen feet, ana his 
suggestion will be adopted. With the amend- 


| ments noted the ordinance will be passed 


with practical unanimiry. 

The telephone ordinance as reported by 
the Finance Committee will also be passed, 
notwithstanding the opposition of some drug- 
gists and of Ald. Ernst, whose opposition fs 
suid, pernaps unjustly, to be inspired by 
Harry Rubens for political effect. The ordi- 
nance is regarded as a temporary expedient 
a sort of bridging over plan until the Council 
has power conferred on it by the Legislature 
to fix rates. Ald. Wetherell and other mem- 
bers of the Finance Committee are quite 
skeptical as to the rant of those 
powers, and they recall the fact that 
the last Legislature refused point blank 
to restrain the exactions of the telephone 
monopoly. The Council through the ordi- 
nance under consideration reserves the 
power to regulate rates. Ald. Wetherell 
thinks that under this reservation the future 
rights of the city are fully protected, and 
that until the General Assembly acts it is ex- 
pedient for the city to obtain as much from 
the telephone company as possible. There 
are about 500 applicants for ’phones who can- 
not be accommodated at any price unless 
the ordinance is passed. Ald. Ernst 
is the only member of the Finance Commit- 
tee who dissents from Ald. Wetherell’s con- 
clusions. He does not want any compromise 
with the telephone monopoly. He will. be 
ably seconded py Ald. Hamiine, and proba- 
bly by Ald. Rix, but it is believed the ordi- 
nance will be adopted by a good majority. 

The State street L“ ordinance will be. 
passed tonight unless all signs fail. The or- 
dinance has many more friends than it had. 
Its supporters helped the supporters of the 
Meigs ordinance last Friday. The Meigs 
men will return the compliment this even- 
ing. The State street people are counting 
on thirty-five votes. 

The proposition to make the Onderdonk 
ordinance a special order for Monday will be 
titterly fought by the lobbyists of the sur- 
face syndicate, and may be beaten, as it re- 
quires a two-thirds vote. 

MR. YERKES UPHELD. 

Mr. Yerkes generally knows what he is 
about, and when he has any doubt as to what 
he ought to do he consults a first-class law- 
yer. e did this when he had his ordinance 
for the cabling of the Washington street 
tunnel put through the Council last spring. 
The ordinance contained a proviso that the 
laying of tne cable should be deferred until 
the Serkes company had “first repaired 
and rebuilt the tunnel in accordance with 
plans to be approved by the Commissioner of 
Public Works.” The Aldermen ught that 
this phrase gave Commissioner Swift power 
to compel Yerkes to lower the roof of the 
tunnel, and when Yerkes a few weeks ago 
proposed to contribute half the cost of this 
work the West Side Streets and Alleys Com- 
mittee said he must do the wholeof the work. 
The clause of the ordinance above quoted 
was at the same time referred to the Cor- 

ration Counsel for hisinterpretation. The 

atter in u communication to Commissioner 
Swift yesterday said: lu my opinion the 
phrase ‘ Until said company shall have first 
rebuilt and repaired said tunnel’ con- 
fers no power upon the Commission- 
er of Public Works to compel the company to 
rebuild upon any other plan than the one 
urider which the tunnel was originally con- 
structed. There is no le authority vested 
in the Commissioner of Public Works by the 
ordinance to compel the company to build as 
the Commissioners may arbitrarily direct. 
The change embodied in the resolution would 
necessitate a change of grade in the tunnel 
and in the street approaches, which under 
the law the Commissioner has no authority 
to establish.“ This decision upholds Mr. 
Yerkes’ interpretation of his ordinance. 
“L” ROAD MATTERS. 

Still another L”’ road project isin process 
of incubation. It is said to be connected 
with the Meigs scheme, and only waited de- 
velopment till that affair had received the 
full sanction of the Mayor and the Council. 
This scheme proposes a road along Halsted 
street from Washington Heights through 
Calumet, Lake, and Chicago to a trunk line 
on State street; also a north branch 
from Evanston through Lake View and Chi- 
cago on North Halsted street to the common 
trunk line on Lake street. It is calculated 
that it will be quite easy to obtain the right 
ot way. The intention evidently is to make 
Lake street a trunk line for tre North and 
West Side “L’ roads. Several local 
financiers and real estate speculators are 
said to be interested in the project. The 
country to be traversed by the proposed line 
is capable of much development. 

The Blake-Jennings West Side rapid 
transit L road scheme does not seem to 
grow in favor with the members of the 
Council Committee on Streets and Alleys 
West. Though all the members were duly 
notified and three-fourths of their number 
were around the City-Hali, when the com- 
mittee was called to order by Aid, Badenoch 
yesterday oniy three answered to the first 
roll-call, McGregor, White; and Bade- 
noch.

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CLEVELAND WITHDRAWS BAILEY'S NAME. 

The nomination of Solomon Claypool to be 
District Attorney for Indiana surprised the 
Indiana Senators today, but the members of 
the Judiciary Committee did not seem to be 
astonished.

| DAKOTA GETTING ANXIOUS 


A CALL ISSUED FOR ANOTHER STATE- 
HOOD CONVENTION. 


Delegates from South Dakota Counties 
Will Meet in Huron Jan. 16 to Consult 
as te the Proper Steps to Be Taken to 
Secure Early Admission—Indiana’s New 
District Atterney—Senator Pugh of Al- 
abama Says the White Race Must Rule— 
General Political Gossip. 

Yankton, Dak., Jan. 3.—[Special.|—At an 
early hour this morning a meeting of the 
Statehood Executive Committee was held 
here. The members are Hugh J. Campbell, 
Chairman, and J. M. Fogerty of Yankton, E. 
W. Caidwell of Sioux Falis, John A. Owen 
of Desmet, and Joseph Allen of Hurley. 
The evidence at hand warranted the conclu- 
sion that South Dakota’s Statehood chances 
in Congress were not good and that the peo- 
ple of South Dakota should once more as- 
sembie in convention, and take steps still 
further to impress upon Congress and the 
Nation the urgency of South Dakota’s State- 
hood demands and make a vigorous effort for 
recognition. The general plan outlined 
was to meet in convention and adopt a 
memorial to Congress and send a committee 
to Washington with the memorial to labor in 
the interest of admission. Failing in this 
the committee will use its best endeavor to 
secure an extra spring session of the new 
Congress to act on the Dakota matter. In 


pursuance of these conclusions the following 


call was issued: 

A 2 emergency confronts the people of 
both Dakotas in regard to the matter of State- 
hood. There is necessity for the people of South 
Dakota to take prompt and vigorous action. 
Without proper concert of movement there is 
that Statehood may de delayed 
two or three years. This would mean 
to every citizen serious financial loss and injury. 
The time in which action may be taken is short, 
and itis therefore necessary that haste should 
be made in whatever may be attempted. The 
people of North Dakota have already acted. Tne 
undersigned were appointed a committee at the 
Statehood convention held at Huron July 11, 
1888, with power to call a convention in such an 
emergency. Therefore, in pursuance of this 
power, and to give an opportunity for consulta- 
tion and united action upon this sub- 
ject, the committee ask the peopie of 
South Dakota (friendly to two States 
to assemble in their respective counties 
Saturday, the 12th day of January, 1889, and elect 
delegates to a convention to be, held at Huron 
Wednesday, Jan. 16, 1889, to take such steps as 
may be necessary in this emergency. The basis 
of representation of the several counties in the 
convention will be one delegate to each 200 votes 
or major fraction thereof cast for Delegate to 
Congress at the general election of 1888. 

The call is signed by the committee. Tele, 
grams and letters have been received by 
Congressmen and representstive Dakotans 
during the last few days urging the commit- 
tee to get a general expression of sentiment 
ou the Statehood Convention and asking that 
aunited effort be made to have Congress 
take formal action on the admission of Dako- 
la this winter. : 


CLAYPOOL FOR DISTRICT ATTORNEY. 


Indianapolis People Somewhat Surprised at 
the Appointment. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Jan. 3.—[Special.|— 
The President’s nomination of Solomon Clay- 
pool for District Attorney of Indiana, with- 
out waiting for the senate to reject Leon L 
Bailey, was unexpected in Indianapolis, and 
no one seemed to be surprised more over the 
news than Bailey himself. When informed 
of the President’s action he admitted that it 
was unexpected to him. Justice Harlan had 
recommended Claypool as a proper person to 
serve in the office’until his own appointment 
Was acted upon in the Senate. Mr. Claypool 
when told that he had been nominated for 
the position said that he knew nothing about 
it, and that was as much as he would say. 
The President’s action is accepted as an 
acknowledgment that the nomination. of 
Bailey was a mistake, and that the Senate 
could not be expected to confirm him after 
learning his reputation. However, it doesn’t 
appear to be at all humiliating to Bailey. It 
is understood by him and his friends that it 
is for the purpose of letting him fall as easily 
as possible, and as the Senate has not 
acted upon his nomination he will continue 
in the position of deputy underClaypool In 
nominating Claypoolitis believed that the 
President is endeavoring to placein the of- 
fice a Democrat who will not be likely to be 
disturbed during the hew Administration. 
His appointment, itis supposed, will be ac- 
ceptable to the Senate, as he is one of the 
most prominent members of the Indianapolis 
bar. In his party be is not popular on ac- 
count of the assistance he gave the District 
Attorney in prosecuting the Democratic elsc- 


tion conspirators, Coy and Bernhamer, and 


during the last campaign he was snubbed by 
some of the politicians in a way that re- 
minded him that his prosecution of the con- 
spirators w.s looked upon as a political 
offense. When Sellers tendered his resigna- 
tion as District Attorney Claypool was chosen 
as deputy under Bailey to conduct the in- 
vestigation into election fraud cases, and he 
has been giving attention to the work, but 
his friends doubt if he will accept the office 
of District Attorney. 

Mr. Claypool iu an interview tonight said 
that the position was one that he had not 
sought, and he is not willing to give up his 
law practice for it, but as it comes to him 
he may acceptit.

THE WHITE RACE MUST RULE. 


So Says Mr. Pugh of Alabama in a Set 
Speech in the Senate. 
WISNINGTON, D. C., Jan. 3.—Mr. Pugh of 
Alabama made a set speech on the Tariff bill 
in the Senate today. In concluding his re- 
marks he adverted to the question of race 
supremacy in the South, and said as to that 
there could be no concession or compromise 
among white people. Whoever was the 
friend of the white race in regard to suprem- 
acy in government was his friend irrespect- 
ive of politics, and whoever was the enemy 
of the white race on questions involving 
race supremacy was his enemy, The fidelity 
of white men to each other on the race ques- 


tion had been unfaltering and had proved 


itself in action on the side of maintaining 
the actual supremacy of the white race in 
the possession and exercise of all govern- 
mental powers. Not that any inferior race 
should suffer;any deprivation or detriment in 
yhe- possession and enjoyment of ali personal 
and property rights, but that in matters of 
civil government the white men alone must 
rule in all parts of this country. Such fideli- 
ty of white men to each other in the South- 
ern States for such purposes had been estab- 
lished under che dire necessity of self-pres- 
ervation, and white men everywhere might 
rest assured that no aliurements of office and 
no difference as to tariff laws could ever de- 
grade them to arecognition of negro equality.

NEBRASK 4’S GOVERNOR OPPOSES THE 
MOVEMENT TO FURCE THE SALE. 


The State’s Attorney Gener °. Who Urges 
the Plan, Fiercely Attacked—Gov. Ames 
of Massachusetts Boldly Champions 


Woman Suffrage—A Question of Offices 


Exciting Dakota Republicans— Missouri's 
Debt Growing Smailer—Various Legis- 
lat ures Organized. 

LiIxcolx, Neb., Jan. , 3 — [Special.] — The 
most astounding part of Gov. Thayer’s in- 
augural address tocay was ‘his position on 
the Union Pacific controversy, which has 
agitated the State for years. He attacks in 
force the position of the Attorney General 
and the recommendations of chat official in 
regard to the Union Pacific. For two years 
the Attorney General has waged an uphill 
warfare to compel the railroads to recognize 
State authority and become domestic corpo- 
rations. In his report to the Governor the 
Attorney General said the only solution 
of Union Pacific troubles. was to be found in 
the sale of that road anc settlement on its 
part with the General Government. This 
recommendation the Governor attacks 
fiercely and defends the Union Pacific. 

The Governor says he is frank to ad- 
mit that heyis not equal to the task of set- 
tling this ca 
statesmanship of Congress for years. When 
it comes to a practical and permanent adjust- 
ment of the matter itis more than probabie 
that grave difficulties may confront those 
who attempt settlement. The Governor 
closes that portion of the message by deciin- 
ing toconcur in the recommendation of the 
Attorney General, and says: 

I assert that the Union Pacific and every other 


railway and corporation doing business in this 


State must be subject to our Constitution and 
laws. No corporation can rise above the juris- 
diction of the State. The Union Pacific cannot 
claim to be a foreign corporation and therefore 
exempt from State control. That policy should 
be adopted and vigorously pursued in connection 
with this road which will best promote and pro- 
tect the rights and interests of the Government 
and the people. The kind of settlement to be 
mads with the Union Pacific does not interest 
Nebraska as much as the question of lower and 
more reasonable rates, 

The Governor attacks the present mode of 
assessments ia the State and favors a taxa- 
tion on the real values, and that there be 
but one fund for both county and State, He 
maintains that the. State militia should be 
fully provided for, and asks a heavy appro- 
priation for its maintenance. He favorsa 
law prohibiting the, importation of private 
armed forces in labor troubles. He recom- 
mends a State Board of Arbitration to settle 
strikes. Heshows that the increase of in- 
sane people has overtaxed the State in caring 
for them, and asks for a new appropriation. 

On the question of transportation. beyond 
the recommendation that a constitutional 
amendment be passed allowing the election 
of the Railroad pm mig by the peo- 
ple, nothing of aote is said. 

The estimates for the next two years foot 
up $2,890,294—$846,725 more than the appro- 
priations for 1887. The mon school 
fund is shown to be $5,947,724. 

The inauguration ceremonies were held at 
the Capitol Building at 2 0’clock. Gov. Larra- 
bee of lowa, accompanied by members of his 
staff, was in attendance. Gov. Thayer, 
owing to his recent illness, was not able to 
deliver his message, and it was read by his 
executive clerk. 

In the morning Gov. Larrabee visited both 
Houses and was enthusiastically received. 
He spoke to the House at length on the 
transportation question, and reviewed the 
struggle that had been on in Iowa. He said 
it was not the millionaires but the people 
upon the farms and in the workshops that 
needed legislation. 


GOV. AMES URGES WOMAN SUFFRAGE, 


The Massachusetts Goyernor Comes Out 
Flatfooted in His Annual Message. 

Boston, Mass., Jau. 3.—[Special.|—That 
Gov. Ames had a leaning towards woman’s 
suffrage has long been known here, but he 
nevertheless gave his friends a decided sur- 
prise today by coming out in his message flat- 
footediy for it. Said he: I earnestly rec- 
ommend as an act of simple justice the enact- 
ment of a law securing municipal suffrage to 
women. Recent political events have con- 
firmed the opinion which I have long held, 
that if women had sufficient reason to vote 
they will do so, and become an important 
factor in the settlement of great questions. 
If we can trust uneducated men to vote, we 
can with greater safety and far more proprie- 
ty grant the same power to women, who as a 
rule are as well educated and quite as intelli- 
gent as men.“ 

The Governor advises the early submission 
of a prohibitaon amendment. 

The State has expended over $7,000,000 dur- 
ing the last yea. for the education of 360,000 
persons, Phe savings banks contain 13. 
195,070, an increase of over $12,000,000 during 
the last year, the number of open accounts 
being 983, 202. 

The industries atthe State Prison,” he 
says, where business is transacted on the 
‘public. account’ system, are ina satisfac- 
tory condition. Under this zm the disci- 
pline of the prison is much maintained 
than it was under that of contracts and the 
financial results will prove much more satis- 
factory.” 

In regard to arbitration the Governor says:

Will the Legislature Adjourn or Attempt 
Some Important Legislation? 

Bismakck, Dak., Jan. 3.—[Speciai.]|}—Mem- 
bers of the Legislature are beginning to 
gather. The session will begin next Tues- 
day, and a great conflict among politicians is 
in progress as to whether or not the Terri- 
torial Legislature has the power to meet and 
take a recess of several weeks before trans- 
acting business. The Republicans, who want 
the Territorial offices, are endeavoring to se- 
cure the consent of a majority of the Legis- 
lature to this scheme, in the hope that Gen. 
Harrison will appoint a Republican Gov- 
erner before the Legislature reassem- 
bies, so that Republicans will be “ 
pointed to the offices. The friends 
of Gov.

THE EAST TENNESSEE REPUBLICAN BAN- 
f QUET. ; 
We print elsewhere the account of a ban- 
quet given at Chattanooga, Tenn., New- 
Year’s night by the Young Men's Republic- 
an Club to the Hon. H. Clay Evans, the 
member-elect from the Third District, whom 
the Bourbons are now vainly trying to count 
out. The affair was an extraordinary one. 
It was held in the centre of that part of the 
South east of the Mississippi. Its partici- 
pants were the men who had made that mag- 
nificent fight which redeemed the lost dis- 
trict of East Tennessee and set it down solid- 
ly Republican by nearly 25,000 majority. 
Speeches were made by Mr. Evans, by the 
old Union Whig war-horse, Emerson Eth- 
eridge, by the Hon. Samuel Hawkins, the Hon. 
William Rule, the Hon. H. B. Case, Judge 
Houk, and others, and. we refer the reader 


to them as samples of the stalwart Repub- 


licanism which prevails in the Switzerland 
mountain districts of the Middle South. A 
notable letter was also read from Gen. Long- 
street, who twenty-five years ago commanded 
a wing of the Rebel army that made the at- 
tack on Chattanooga, in which he eloquently 
urged “our old boys in gray to meet Gen. 
Harrison on half-way ground and take the 
outstretched hand of the patriot and statos- 
man and codperate with him in his efforts 
tor the upbuilding and giory of our common 
country.“ 

It was an occasion full of enthusiasm, lofty 
spirit, and good cheer such as might have 
been expected when these stalwart East 
Tennessee-loyalists and Republicans get to- 
gether. As one of their speakers said: The 
spirit of the mountains is the spirit of loyal- 
ty.“ They showed it when their region was 
harried and pillaged and devastated by the 
Rebel armies.

THE CITY'S CONTRACT WITH THE STATE. 
The Peoria Transcript asks: 


What would be the result if the Legislature 
should decree that Chicago should take care of 
her sewage in that other way“ preva for in 
the reservation of the act of 1881 

Tbis joint resélution—not act—of 1881 is 
the one which begins with the following dec- 
laration: 

WHEREAS, The State of Illinois in General As- 
sembly did the 16th day of February, 1865, 
grant and authorize the City of Chicago, in the 
State of [linoia, to deepen the Illinois & Michi- 
gan Canal for thé purvose of aad with the intent 
to better the system of sewerrge of the said City of 

hicago by permitting a free flow of water from 
Lake Michigan through the Chicago Kiver and said 
canal to the Desplaines and ILliinois Rivers, and 
the City of Chicago did perfect said improvement 
in conformity with said provision. 


This reads much as if there was an ex- 
ecuted contract between this city and the 
State whereby the former had the right to 
use the canal and the IIlinois River for 
drainage purposes. It appears to belong to 
that class of contracts which courts have 
always shown themselves zealous to uphold, 
and we have no doubt that they would do so 
in this case. Of course it does not follow 
that Chicago has a right to commit a nuisance 
and retuse to abate it; nor has the Legisla- 
ture a right to demand abatement and then 
refuse to grant Chicago the needful author- 
ity to raise money and the right to open a 
larger ditch; and this is all Chicago asks. 
But, subject to this condition, Chicago has by 
contract with the State a right to drain 


.down the canal. She can be made to abate 


any nuisance she creates thereby, but the 
opportunity must be given her. She stands 
ready todoit. She willspend the money to 


free her sewage from all injurious qualities, 


even here in her own borders, where it al- 
ways is the worst. But it is for her, not for 
other places, to say how the abatement shall 
be made. 

The Transcript points with exultation to the 
fact that the joint resolution of 1881 says: 


The adoption 6f this resolution shall not com- 
mit the State to a system of permanent drainage 
of Chicago sewage through either the canal or 
Desplaines or lilinois River, but that the State 
reserves the right to require the City of Chicago 
in future years to take care of its sewage through 
other channels, 


What does this amount to, when the State 
was already committed by the legislation of 
1865. Butsupposing the Legislature were 
to seek to disregard it, and were to direct 
this city to take care of its sewage “ throug h 
other channels. what other channels are 
there? The Legislature cannot direct the city 
to drain into tne lake, which is what the 
Transcript would call its natural drainage, 
for to do that would be, as experience has 
shown, to pollute the water supply of those 
inhabitants of our suburbs who draw their 
drinking waterfrom the lake. The Towns 
of, Hyde Park, Lake, Lake View, 
and Evanston, with their popuiation 
of over 180,000, which is twice the 
number of people living in all the cities, 
towns, and villages from Joliet to 
Peoria, have rights which cannot be dis- 
regarded. Ihe Legislature cannot force this 
city to pollute their drinking water, and 
were Chicago to discharge its sewage into 
me lake these neighboring towns could ap- 
peal to the courts for relief and get injunc- 
tions preventing it. What “other channel” 
is there? Where else can the sewage go but 
down the canal and Desplaines, as the State 
contracted with the city it should in 18651 
If the Legislature will pass the needful law 
the city will see that no one, here or eise- 
where, has any cause for future complaint. In 
@ past age perhaps but a short time ago, geo- 
logically spéaking—Lake Michigan emptied 
two large streams into the Desplaines Val- 
ley—one through the present site of Chicago, 
entering the valley at Summit, and the other 
from the lake along the valley of the Calu- 
met, south of Blue Island, and emptying into 
the Desplaines at the Sag. All the water- 


marks and the conformation of the ground 


prove it. Either by the lake outlet at the 
Soo“ lowering a few feet, or by a slight 
rise of the ground between the Summit and 
the Sag, this old natural outlet was shut off. 
So, then, for many an age and century the 
lake poured its surplus waters down the Des- 
plaines Valley. 


PREDINTED PANIC BY RAILROAD SPECU- 

. LATORS. 

A prominent railroad stockholder is quoted 
as €xpressing great alarm as to the effect of 
the Inter-State Commerce act in forbidding 
trust pooling on the profits of raitroad in- 
vestors and declaring that “if Congress 
does not do something soon to legalize pool- 
“ing we will see the greatest finencial crisis 
‘tof the century.” There is something 
striking about a prediction of this nature 

ming fromarich stockholder. Ali candid 

d intelligent railroad officiais will agree 
with General Manager Ripley of the Burling- 
ton Road that overbuilding is the prime cause 
of the present trouble—too many roads for the 
traffic—and that the Inter-State act has done 
nothing more than possibly to hasten a de- 
preciation of watered railroad stocks, which 
was bound to come, sooner or later. The 
ing of two railroads where tnere is only 


‘business enough for one has much the same 


economic results as the construction of two 
turnpikes side by side when one would be 
sufficient for the traffic. But a needless 
turnpike can be left to decay, while a surpius 
railroad must be operated. The money in- 
vested in such a railroad cannot be with- 
drawn and put into another investment, 
but the line must be operated whether 
ij. pays anything on its stocks and 
Hence it would seem

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doctrine of foreordination would apply in all 
strictness. ~~ 

But if the squeezing out process which rail- 
road stockholders and other interested per- 
sons so inaptly term a “panic” or “ commer- 
cial crisis is inevitable some satisfaction 
may be found in the reflection that the suf- 
fering will be confined to a few rich specula- 
tors who can easily stand it. The watered 


railroad stocks which are being squeezed - 


down to their proper level are owned 
by a few rich stock jobbers and op- 
erators. Bona fide investments are made 
in railroad bonds rather than stocks, 
and there is no danger there will be any 
general failure among the railroads to pay 
fixed charges. The prospects are that divi- 
dends must be passed op watered stocks and 
not on stocks and bonds representing money 
actually invested. Hence estate investments 
in railroad bonds will be safe and ‘“‘ widows 
and orphans will not suffer, however much 
the incomes of two or three dozen Wall 
street operators may be impaired. Vunder- 
bilt and Gould probably hold $100,000,000 of 
watered stocks, but if their entire income on 
chromos should be destroyed they would not 
come to want. Asarule chromo stocks are 
bought and held only by stock jobbers who 
will still have bank accounts if they lose all 
income on watered railroad securities. 

The general public can regard the elimina- 
tion and evaporation of the water in railroad 
stocks with entire composure. Certainly if 
such a process could end in a general 
„ panio“ it would be the oddest crisis of the 
kind ever known. When wasacrisis ever 
brought about by a reduction in the profiis 
of railroad common carriers! Grave dis- 
turbances must follow when producers can- 
not find a market for their products or when 
the lessened resources of consumers leave 
them unable to satisfy their wants, but with 
production and consumption in normal rela- 
tions a reduction of transportation charges 
can only be a benefit to the community in 
general, and not a source of trouble. If mid- 
dlemen fetch, carry, and handle for less there 
will be that much more for the producers 
or consumers or for these classes to 
‘share between themselves. Every reduc- 
tion of the excessive gains of middlemen 
and carriers isa direct gain and advantage 
for the general public. Fortunately the re- 
duction now in prospect only comprehends 
the lopping off of illegitimate réturns of 
fictitious capital and the loss will fall on men 
who can afford to stand it, while the resuit- 
ing advantage will be for the investor in the 
securities of conservative roads and also of 
a public long burdened with the payment of 
legitimate revenues on chromo stocks. To 
reduce that burden will beneht the general 
public and cause no panic outside of the 
small circle of chromo holders in the East. If 
a panic comes along it will owe its origin to 
some other cause than the evaporation of 
water from railway stocks or third mortgage 
bonds. ‘ : 


THE TEST CASE UNDER THE NEW BANK- 
: ING LAW. 

The facts are that the provision in the new 
lilinois Banking act which seems absurdly to 
limit the organization of associations to 
places having 10,000 population or less is the 
result of a legislative clerk’s blunder. It 
would be preposterous to suppose the Gen- 
eral Assembly intended to enact anything of 
the kind. The original bill provided, 4n ad- 
dition to what now appears, that in places 
with a population of 10,000 or more the cap- 
ital ofa bank should not be less than $100,000. 
With a view of permitting also the organi- 
zation of banking associations with less cap- 
ital in smaller places an amendment was pro- 
posed fixing the amount at $25,000 where the 
population did not exceed 5,000 and at $50,000 
where the population aid not exceed 10,000, 
By aclerical error or blunder this amend- 
ment instead of being inserted as an addition 
to the original section was pat in as a substi- 
tute, and the act is thus absurdly left with- 
out any provision as to capital stock in places 
of more than 10,000 population. 

Shouid the blunder of a committee or en- 
rolling clerk or copvist make it necessary to 
put the Banking act through the Legislature 
again and submit it a second time to a vote 
of the people? Because a clerk plundered 
must the entire proceeding be gone through 
with again and the people be denied for sev- 
eral years the advantages of the bank ing 
associations for which they have expressed 
adesire? It would seem that no such course 
is necessary if the Supreme Court will dis- 


| card technicalities, look at the facts as the y 


are, and see that the act is “liberally and 
beneficially expounded.” 

If in the test case now brought to compel 
the State Auditor to issue permits for the or- 
ganization of banks in places of more than 
10,000 population the court cannot go behind 
the enrolled bill and inquire into the actual 
blunder made by a clerk, it can at least find 
on the face of the act proof that a liberal ju- 


dicial interpretation is needed to secure the 


purpose intended by the people and the Gen- 
eral Assembly. The rst and second clauses 
of the act declare that when any association 
of persons desire to avail themselves of the 
facilities provided they may apply to the Au- 
ditor for permission to exercise their rights, 
stating place of business, amount of capital, 
name, etc., when the Auditor shall issue to 


them the necessary permit. The facilities are 
provided and the power granted to any as- | 


sociation’? of persons irrespective of the 
size of the town in which they live. Can the 
power so granted be éonsidered limited to 
places of 10,000 or less because of the 
subsequent abortive and bungled section as 
tothe minimum amounts of capital stock? 
If the Supreme Court will apply the legal 
axiom to the effect that a saving clause re- 
pugnant to the body of an act is void,“ there 
would seem to be no difficulty in sustaining 
the law, and the General Assembly can 
easily correct the cierical blunder and fix a 
proper minimum for the capital stock in 
places of over 10,000 population. As Attor- 
ney General Hunt interprets the act, a clause 
at most one of mere saving or limitation is 
made to overbear and annul the body of the 
act. But the Attorney General doubtless 
thought it nis duty to err on the safe side 
and prevent the organization of any banks 
as to which there might be a possible ques- 
tion until the matter could be presented to 
the Supreme Court. Fortunately a test case 
nas been made up, and it is hoped the Su- 
preme Court will act on it speedily and give 
no undue weight to the blunder of a legis- 
lative clerk. | 

How can the Supreme Court iegalize a 
clerk’s blunder and exclude places of over 
10,000 population from the benefits of the act 
without thereby admitting that the law is 
“special” and in conflict with the Constita- 
tion? The Constitution expressly forbids the 
General Assembly to grant to any corpora- 
tion, association, or individual any special or 
exclusive privilege, immunity, or franchise 
whatever or “to pass any special law 
where a general law would be applicable.” 
According to Attorney General Hunt’s inter- 
pretation the new Banking act gives associa- 
tions or corporations in small places privi- 
leges and immunities wholly denied such 
corporations or associations in larger places, 


and that, too, in a case where a general law 


would be applicable. Everybody knows the 
Legislature intended nothing of the sort, but 
aimed to adopt a general law for all the 
cities, and the people, in voting on it 
and adopting it by enormous majorities, sup- 


| posed that places of all sizes wouid be entitled 


to its benefits. The Supreme Court cannot 
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looked clerical blunder and nothing else. 
It can only excite vexation, mixed with 
amusement, to have the court gravely deter- 
mine that the Legislature intended to enact 
aspecial banking law for the advantage of 
towns having less than 10,000 population. 
Notoricusly the truth is otherwise, and the 
people will hope for a decision that will 
square with the facts of the matter and give 
effect to the actual intent of the Legislature 
in submitting the law and of the voters in 
approving it. ' 


UNDER WHICH FLAG DOES IT FIGHT? 
Tue TRIBUNE stated yesterday that while 
the Anarchists and Socialists were seeking 
the same goal they were pursuing different 
roads. The Socialists want to turn the world 
topsy-turvy by argument, the Reds by dyna- 
mite. One wants to enter Karl Marx’s king- 
dom of heaven by persuasion, the other by 
violence. The policy of the Reds is set forth 
with great clearness by Morgan, the Social- 
ist, in an interview in one of the city papers. 
Says he, speaking of the haymarket people: 
From the first agitation of physical force and 
violence I had been strenuously opposed to it. 
I had fought the unfortunate mea who advocated 
it while they lived, and it would not do for Mrs. 
Parsons or Mr. Holmes to claim that force and 
violence were not advocated, because I knew bet- 
ter and baa fought them on that issue all along. 
Their declatation was a determination to abol- 
ish existing institutions and to establish a bet- 
ter |?] system-of society, and to use every means 
to accomplish their purpose.“ We wanted them, 
as far back as 1881, to insert the word “lawful”’ 
in that declaration. which they refused, and we 
split inverprevat then and there. There is only 


one interpretation to such a declaration. It 
meant violence, not in retaliation, notin the re- 
mote future, but all the time and under all cir- 
cumstances, and Mrs. Parsons and Holmes never 
ought to have denied that this was ene of the 
fundamental principles of their organization, for 
I knew better. 


The difference between Anarchists and So- 
cialists, tnen, is a vital one so far as the 
peace of society is concerned, though their 
aim is the same—the establishment of a uur 
versal poorhouse system, where personal 
rights will be unknown. The Socialists can 
safely be left to do ail the arguing and pray- 
ing they wish. If those who believe in the 
existing state of things cannot defend their 
cause in argument so much the worse for 
them, If the Socialists make converts it is 
the fault of their opponents. It would be a 
great calamity for the Christian religion to 
be overthrown and Buddhism substituted 
for it, but we can safely let Buddhist mis- 
sionaries make converts if they can. We 
need stop them only when they seek to intro- 
duce Buddhism by the aid of bombs. \ 

Morgan says further: 


The advocates of Anarcnistic theories are not 
decreasing in number. Physical force instead of 
an appeal to the ballot is being strongly advo- 
cated yet. When an organization repudiates the 
only lawful means Of expression of their rights, 
that means violence, and it is impossible to get 
away from that conclusion. 


The question first to be settled by the 
courts in the case of the Arbeiter Bund is, 
Are its members Anarchists or Socialists? 
Come they in peace or come they in war!“ 
If they belong to the physical violence school 
then they can claim no mercy from the law, 
for they intend to give it none. Constitutions 


acknowledge their supremacy and will obey 
them. The advocates of physical violence 
are outside of the pale of the law. Their 
‘free meetings to urge people to use dead- 
ly weapons for the overthrow of society 
should not be allowed. Their appeal to the 
courts for protection for them is as absurd as 
if the Rebels who were holding a free meet- 
ing at Fort Doneison or Vicksburg should 


| have asked some Federal Judge to eajoin 


Gen. Grant from breaking up their conven- 
tion and interfering with their right to free 
speech. Grant’s way, however, was to gather 
them in and send them to Camp Douglas, 
Chicago, for safe keeping. : 

The attorneys for the city will fall short of 
their duty if they do not point out to the 
court the essential and bloody-minded dif- 
ference in methods between these Social- 
ists and Anarchists, and insist that if the 
Arbeiter Bund belongs to the latter it has no 
business in an American court or in America. 


A LETTER from a chemist, printed in a re- 
cent issue of Tae TRIBUNE, gave with sub- 
stantiul accuracy the cause of the disastrous 
explosion at the oatmeal mill on the West 
Side the other day. Great quantities of dust, 
most of it carbon, had collected, and when it 
came in contact with fire it exploded. All 
these atoms of carbon, uniting with atoms of 
oxygen, developed a force which expanded 
them to nearly a thousand times their orig- 
inal dimensions. Not all the dustin the mill 
was carbon. Some of it was inert matter, 
like silex, on which only the highest degree 
of neat could have any effect; but there was 
enough carbon to give Chicagoans un idea of 
the dangers that lurk in an oatmeal or any 
other flouring mill. 

The chemist did notin his communication 
point out a remedy against these explosions, 
although that is about as important as the 
knowledge of the cause. It occurs to Tus 
TRIBUNE that the proprietors of such mills 
will find that they can insure themselves 
against loss by putting into their establish- 
ments fan wheels similar to those which are 
now in such common use in this city. Inex- 
pensive, not inconvenient, and run with 
small power, they are to be found on every 
hand. They are employed to ventilate work- 
shops and basements, not so much by forcing 
fresh air in as by forcing tae impure air out, 
and thus giving a chance to the purer out- 
side air to rush in. One of their uses, and 
that which prompts Tae TRIBUNE’s sugges- 
tion, is to get rid of the smells of restaurants. 
The kitchens are almost invariably in the 
basement underneath, and the dining-room 
above becomes filled with rank and disagree- 


able odors which grow in strength 
as they grow in age. These fans 
have been tried to banish them, and 


it is found that they do their work 
and that the smells of grease, of cooking 
meats, and all the blended perfumes of the 
chop-house disappear. Now, if it is possible 
Anus to dispose of the gases of the kitchen it 
should be easy to get rid of the greater part 
of the dust of the mills, which is less volatile 
than tne odors of the restaurant. We are in- 
clined to believe that if one of these fan 
wheels were put in play on each story ofa 
mili, in whatever part of the building might 
seem best adapted for the purpose, it 
would be found that the collection of dust 
would diminish notably. The experiment is 
certainly worth atrial, and it will not 0 
long to tell whether it 1s likely to answer the 
purpose. :

His Address to the Electors in the Depart- 
ment of the Seine—Protesting His 
Fidelity to the Republic—News That 
Emin Pasha Had Not Been Captured by 
the Mahdi Up te Nov. %23—General 
Foreign News. 

Panis, Jan. 3.—Gen. Boulanger, in an ad- 
dress tothe electors of the Department of 
the Seine, says: Those members of Parlia- 
ment who did their utmost to make me ineli- 
gible were beside themselves at the idea of 
seeing me elected. My sword caused them 
anxiety and they deprived me of it. But 
now they are more anxious than they were 
when I wore the sword. Really, it is not me 
they fear, but universal suffrage, whose 
repeated judgments testify to the dis- 
gust which their incapacity, base intrigues, 
and fanciful discussions inspired. In 
order to avoid being compelled to accuse 
themselves they charge me with the worst 
improbable dictatorial projects. When a 
Minister I was overthrown under the pretext 
that I was the personitication of war. Now 
Iam opposed as the personification of a dic- 
tatorship. IfI could ever have entertained 
the idea of playing dictator it would have 
been when, as Minister of War, I had the 
whole army in my.own hands. There has 
been nothing in my conduct to jus- 
tify such a _ suspicion. I accepted 
the sympathies of all without dream- 
ing of stealing popularity from any. 
There is nothing dictatorial in a program 
that demands constitutional revision by the 
most democratic system—by a constituent 
assembly. The Republican leaders had con- 
fidence in my Republicanism when they 
opened to me the doors of the Cabinet. I 
challenge the Republicans to cite a single act 
or profession in which I have not plain- 
ly supported the Republic. But de- 
‘sire, as France desires, something besides a 
combination of ambitions and greed. France 
thirsts for justice, for equity, for disinterest- 
edness.“ 


NEWS OF EMIN PASHA. 


Up to Nev. 23 He Had Repeatedly De- 
feated the Dervishes. 


to the old Egyptian army has arrived at 
Siakim from Khartoum. He says that he 
left the latter place Nov. 23, and that at that 
time Emin Pasha had not been captured by 
the Mahdi’s forces, but had repeatedly de- 
feated the dervishes in the Bahr Gazelle 
province.

The 
expedition will be under the command of Dr. 
Car! Peters, the President of the committee. 

Wissmann, who is now employed 
solely by che Government, will organize the 
colonial troops in East Africa. 


RIGORS OF A KUSSIAN WINTER. 


Railway Trains Buried Under Snow and 
Passengers Frozen to Death. 

Sr. Peterssvre, Jan. 3.—A terrible dis- 
aster has happened at Sabumtschi, near 
Tiflis, in Georgia. A train became blocked 
in an immense snowdrift, and before aid 
could be sent fourteen passengers perished 
from the intense cold, and twenty others 
were badly frost-bitten. A relief party 
which started out to rescue the imperiled 
passengers lost their way and died in the 
snow. 

Seventeen persons were frozen to death at 
Ekaterinburg in the District of Perm, Dec. 
27. Tne Black, Azof, and Caspian Seas are 
frozen. Railway disasters are reported at 
Baku and other places in the Caucasus. 

Heavy snows in the south of Prussia have 
inguifed several trains and stopped all kinds 
of traffic.

Judge Kelly denounced the Government for 
its laxity and moderation in dealing with re- 
bellion, and said the prisoners each deserved 
to be imprisoned for five years.

New York, Jan. 3.—Private information 
Was received at Castle Garden today of the 
launching recently of a new warship by the 
Italian Government. The vessel is called 
Re Umberto, and her displacement is 
13,298 tons, or 1,358 tons more than 
the Trafalgar and Nile, England's 
two largest war vessels. The new gunboat 
is 400 feet long and has a beam of 76 feet.

VINES ANXIOUS TO GET HOME. 


The Notorious Trunk Traveler Says St. 
Louis Is Too Gay for Him. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Jan. 3.—[Special.|—“*I am 
glad to see Mr. Mangler,” was the reply of 
the trunk traveler to a salutation from the 
representative of the Adams & Westlake 
Company this morning. Mr. Mangler intro- 
duced Detective Hess, but Vines did not ex- 
press any happiness at meeting Mr. Hess. 
Mr. Mangier is the manager of the city de- 
partment of the firm, and he came down to 
look after the boodle. He stated that $4,060 
was the amount stolen by Vines. The 
amount recovered was counted out and found 
to be $3,931. “I gave only $100 to my friend,“ 
said Vines, “and paid $6 for the trunk. I 
don’t know where the rest went.“ Mr. Man- 
gler made several efforts to get the name of 
the confederate from Vines, but the prison- 
er called on everything sacred to visit 
torture on him if he would give his friend 
away. “Take me back, for Heaven's sake. 
as quick as you ean,” he implored. “These 
people down here are too gay to suit me.” 
Mr. Mangler ordered meals sent to the prison- 
er from a neighboring restaurant and pre- 
sented him with some articies that he was 
much in need of. The money was shipped to 
Chicago by express, and at 8:30 o’clock Vines 
was placed on board a Wabash train, with 
Hess and Mangier as escort, and. began the 
return trip to Chicago. Quite a wrangle de- 
veloped over the 8100 reward offered by the 
firm. Baggagemaster Steele of the Union 
Depot claimed it on the greund that he gave 
the first information about Vines te De- 
tective Desmond. The latter claimed it on 
the ground that he made the arrest, and that 
had Vines produced the check for the trunk 
he would have escaped. The detective of- 
fered to divide the money, but Steele would 
not consent, and the result was that, acting 
on the suggestion of Chief Huebler, the Chi- 
cago people kept the money and paid no re- 
ward.

The trunk in which Vines shipped himself 
from the Wabash depot to St. Louis Monday 
evening was in all probability one bought Mon- 
day morning at Vogler & Geudtner's store on 
North Wells street. Investigations pursued by 
a TRIBUNE ieporter yesterday in that direction 
were productive of rather interesting results. 
In his interviews with St. Louis reporters Vines 
said that the trunk was bought on North Clark 
street, near Ontario. This is a mistake. Such a 
trunk as he used, a thirty-eight-inch zinc Sara- 
toga, was bought, however, Monday morning 
shortly after 9 o'clock from Vogler's factory. It 
was sold by the foreman, Louis Meany. Mr. 
Meany was seen last evening, and this is the 
story he tells: 

Last Saturday afterneon,” said he, a young 
man came in about 4 o'clock and looked at 
our largest trunks. He examined a 38 and a 4 
inch trunk. But he didn’t purchase it that after- 
noon. I remember the circumstances well, be- 
cause we talked together for some time and he 
said that he was going to take a trip south and 
wanted a good-sized trunk. He came back Mon- 
day morning. It was about a quarter past 9 
o'clock. ‘Ill take this 38-inch trunk,’ said he, 
‘and I want you to take it up to my house right 
away.“ I told him I didn’t think we could do it 
before noon, but as he explained that he had to 
leave on an early train 1 telephoned to our 
peopie at the factory and asked them if they 
could deliver the trunk by ll o'clock. They said 
they could, and the fellow bought the trunk and

Mr. Meany is almost positive Vines is the man 
who bought the trunk Monday morning. As he 
had already come Saturday afternoon to look at 
trunks, this would seem to indicate that the 
trunk hero was even then planning his escape 
from the city. The theft had been committed 
when he called at Vogler & Geudtner’s place. 
Vines will be here this morning and may eluci- 
date these somewhat still misty points. ; 


THE ROGUES’ BANQUET. 


A Carious Annual Dinner Given to the 
Thieves of London. 

New York Sun; The annual banquet of 
the thieves of London, given the other day 
by the St. Giles Mission, was a most brilliant 
affair. The Lord Mayor bravely presided, in 
defiance of the old proverb. To this 
banquet, rare parexcellence, none but thieves 
fresh from jail are admitted except, of 
course, the members of the mission and their 
friends. 

This mission has a curious history. It was 
founded about twelve years ago by a thief 
nicknamed the Fiddler,“ who abandoned 
his old profession and took to religion for a 
living. Since that ume it has increased in 
power and usefulness. Every morning 
when the doors of the four prisons of London 
are opened to let loose the individuais who 
have discharged their debts to society, 
members of the mission come forward and 
invite the crooks to breakfast. Out of 18,000 
of these worthies set free in 1887, 15,200 ac- 
cepted the invitation. 

At the close of the 


repast a temperance 


pledge is presented to the guests, which they - 


may sign or not, just as they choose. About 
one-third of the number sign the pledge, and 
about one-fourth of that third keep it. The 
mission furnishes money, tools, and clothes 
to the crooks who display sincere intentions 
to lead better lives, and it finds employment 
for them, too. 

At the banquet in question about 200 guests 
sat down to the table. There were some 
queer faces among them, and their costumes 
defied description. They ate in silence—that 
is tosay, without speaking—but the rattle of 
their knives and forks during the, engage- 
ment gave noisy evidence of good appetites. 
Gradually the din subsided until there were 
only a few stray rattles left, like the close of 
a well-sustained infantry fire. Then the 
speeches began, but the membersof the truly 
silent profession held their tongues. The 
Lord Mayor’s speech was interesting. He 
said that ten years ago the population of the 
prisons of London numbered 20,833. It is 
now reduced to 14,536, and he attributed 
the reduction to the work of mussions like 
that of St. Giles. 

When his Lordship left the banquet hall, 
he felt for his watch, and he was happy to 
find that it was there.

Firms Forced to the Wall—Changes at 
Baker's Theatre. 

The retail clothing store of Henry Grosse, 
at Wells street and Chicago avenue, was 
closed by the Sheriff on executions issued on 
judgments fer about $12,000 in favor of Mrs. 
Mary E. Grosse, mother of the defendant.“ 
The judgments are for money loaned in 1585. 
The failure is due to dullness in business and 
was precipitated by the entry of a small 
judgment a few days ago in a Justice court 
and the commencement of several suits 
against Grosse. The assets consist of stock 
and will not exceed the judgments already 
entered. 

Tobias Goldschmidt, a manufacturer of 
pants at Nos. 183, 185, and 187 Fifth avenue, 
was succeeded in the possession of his estab- 
lishment by the Sheriff. A judgment for 
$2,507 in favor of Felsenthal, Gross & Miller 
Was entered ju the Superior Cou and an- 
other for $4,427 in favor of Henry King. Both 
were for borrowed money. Goldschmidt has 
been in business for a number of years. His 
liabilities are said to be between $17,000 and 
$18,000. His assets consist of stock worth 
$7,500, besides his fixtures and machinery 
and a large amount of outstanding accounts. 

Judge Prendergast, on petition of James 

Burke, assignee of the dry-coods firm of 

Mendel & Wolff, issued a rule against George 

Wolff and his attorney, H. H. C. Miller, for 

contempt of court in having asked for an in- 

junction in the Superior Court restraining 

the assignee from proceeding in the case.

| Foreclosure Sales and Receiverships. 

While the last year was not a favorable one 
for the railroads generally in respect to earnings 
it makes a much less discouraging showing than 
many of the more prosperous years in the num- 
‘ber of roads sold under foreclosure and also in 
the mileage and capital involved in such sales. 
Atcording to the #ailway Ag nineteen roads, with 
almost 1,600 mies of track and nearly $65,000,000 
of bonds and stocks, have been closed out for 
the creditors during the year 1888. These figures. 
are much less than those of any previous year, 
with the exceptions of the years 1882, 1883, and 
1884. Compared with the next three years the 
improvement is remarkably great, indicating 
that the roads whose insolvency occurred in late 
yéars have mostly gone through the process of 
reorganization. nly two of the nineteen roads 
ud under foreclosure are among the really im- 
irtant railways of the country—the Florida 
pilway & Navigation with 533 miles of road and 
fer $21,000,000 of securities; and the Houston & 
Ras Central, with 522 miles and representing 
farly $25,600,000 of capital. The other roads are 
attered through various portions of the coun- 
y and their failures resulted chiefly from lack 
business. The number of railway receiver- 
ips constituted during the year gives a better 
dication of the present condition of the rail- 
ads than do the foreclosure sales, and in this 
spect the evidence of i888 is rather discourag- 
ing. During the year twenty-two companies, 
with go miles of lines and nearly 
5187, 000 00 0 of securities, have become 
insolvent and passed from the 
control of their owners into that of the courts. 
Compared with either 1887 or 1886 these figures 
indicate a large increase in respect to number of 
roads, mileage, and capital. But on the other 
hand the totals were much smailer than for the 
years 1885 and 1884, the latter being memorable 
from the fact that the thirty-seven roads for 
which receivers were appointed represented over 
11,000 miles of lines and nearly $715,000,000, The 
most important failures during the year 1888 are 
the Missouri, Kausas & Texas, 1.611 miles and 
$93,000,000: Minneapolis & St. Louis, 354 miles 
and $119.200,000; Dayton, Fort Wayne & Chi-

0,000; and Cincinnati, Washington & Bal- 
timore, 281 miles and 841,240,000 of securi- 
ties; the last named confessing its failure on 
the last day of the year. . 
At the present time the outlook for 1889 in re- 
— to railway insolvency is not altogether 
cheerful. The construction of so many lines in 
térritory already covered with more railroads 
than are necessary, and the active competition 
and rate wars fesulting therefrom, have placed 
many of the weak and overcapitalized com- 
panies in a precarious condition financially, and 
many of them are vound to go into the hands of 
‘receivers even if the railroads do succeedin main- 
taining high and profitable rates hereafter. 


j May Lead to Serious Trouble. 

‘The announcement in yesterday's TRIBUNE 
that the “gentlemen’s agreement” entered into 
by the Presidents of the Western roads a week 

or two ago was violated a day after it went into 
effect by Gould’s Missouri Pacific, which 
caused another collapse in passenger rates be- 
tween Kansas City and Colorado points, aroused 
considerable excitement in railroad circles. The 
action of the Chicago, Kansas & Nebraska (Rock 
Island) in promptiy meeting the cut rate made 
by Gould's road was favorably commented upon.

He said 
if the Rock Island secured a cut rate ticket over 
ae road it must have been sold by mistake or in 
0 violation of orders to his agents at Kansas 
vily. 
| He deprecated the action of the Rock Island in 
reducing the rate without first investigating the 
latter. He said his company had not met the 
115 rate made by the Rock Island and he would 
pot authorize that rate unless it was adopted by 
ll other lines between the Missouri River and 
enver. 
| The evidence upon which the Rock Island acted 
is positive and the charge cannot be sustained 
1 if acted hastily or without proper cause. It 
s understood that since its discovery of the cut 
ate made the Missouri Pacific 
ednesday it has obtained undisputable 
evidence of other clandestine rate cutting 
hot only on the are of the Missouri Pacific but 
pn the part of other competing lines. Itisa 
well known fact that passenger affairs are in as 
bad if not worse condition now than before the 
*gentlemen’s agreement went into effect. 
Exorbitant commissions are being paid as freely 
as ever and scalpers are doing a larger and more 
rofitable business than before. Instead of the 
ickets that were in scalpers hands at the time 
the Inter-State Commissioners made their late 
investigation in this city having been redeemed, 
their supplies are pow larger than ever, and they 
openly boast of their ability to procure all the 
tickets they want from obliging passenger 
agents. 


Another Rate War Said to Be Imnfinent. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Jan. 3.~[Special.]—Al- 
though the agreement between the passenger 
agents of the Kansas City railroads was designed 
to maintain rates in general and put an end to 
passenger rate wars, a difficulty has now arisen 
which will tend to cause matters to resort to the 
pid cut and slash” methods.

Seventeen men occupied Room 30 at the Chi- 
cago, Burlington & Quincy Building the greater 
part of yesterday afternoon. They met for the 
purpose of settling the great strike. The com-

The Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers was 
represented by the following committee appoint- 
ed at the Richmond session of the brotherhood: 
Chairman A. R. Cavener of the Southern Pacific, 
W. C. Hayes of the Minneapolis & St. Louis, A.

A. W. Logan and Edward Kent of the New York, 
Lake Erie & Western; T. W. bellows of the 
Memphis, New Orleans & Texas; and A. La May 
of the Chicago & Northwestern.

Secretary Gaither Is Questioned About tho 
ö Methods of the Syndicate. 
The investigation of the Gas Trust was re- 
sumed at the office of Master in Chancery George 
Bass yesterday. C. R. Cummings and C. M. Fay, 
the President of the trust, were present most of 
tne time, and the latter was put on the stand. 
O. S. Gaither, the private secretary of Mr. Cum 
mings, was kept on the stand for over an hour 
by Mr. Collier, who represents the complainant, 
N. C. Miller. Mr. Collier began by asking the 
witness seme questions which on a former hear- 
ing he had refused to answer, but which the 
court had ordered him to answer. They referred 
toa check for $93,556 which it was supposed had 
been drawn by Mr. Cummings in paying some 
obligations that he assumed for the Consumers’ 
Gas Company. Mr. Gaither’s favorite an- 
swer was “I don’t know” or “I don't 
remember.” He did not think he - used 
to sign checks as Secretary of the 
gas syndicate, but as the secretary of Mr. Cum- 
mings. He did not know whether or not any ac- 
counts were kept by the gas syndicate or if ithad 
any bank account, but he rather judged it did, 
because checks were given and there were some 
men working on books. The papers and memo- 
randa ot the gas syndicate, he said, were tied in 
a bundle and used to be kicking around,“ being 
considered as having little value.

A Boy Breaks Through the Ice—A Brave

to save him came near meeting the same fate.

On account of the warmth of 
the day they were driven off the artificial lakes 
yesterday by the police, but some of them 
went down to the new artificial lake 
at Sixty-first street. The ice in 
the canal was soft ana only an 
inch thick. It cracked in half-a-dozen places 
under the skaters, and Eddie Griffin went 
through into ten feet of water. He came up 
once and held on to the ragged edges of the ice. 
Teamster Patrick Goldrie, who was near when 
the boy-went through, ran out on the ice and 
threw a rope to Eddie, The little fellow could 
not get it. The ice parted under his hands and 
he was drowned. 

Goldrie, still hoping to rescue him, pushed 
nearer to the break and suddenly went through 
himself. Other belp had come by this time, and 
he was pulledout justin time to savehim. He 
was weak and his hands were bleeding from the 
gashes made by the sharpice. He went home to 
Woodlawn avenue and Fifty-fifth street. The 
boy’s body was carried to Thirty-sixth and Pau- 
lina streets, where his widowed mother lives. 


SHORT CHATS WITH VISITORS. 


Electric Light Patenta—No Cracker Trust 
—Canadian Annexation. 

George H. Christy of Pittsburg reports great 
interest in that city overthe outcome of the 
patent case now being argued before the Su- 
preme Court of the United States at Washing- 
ton. The decision is expected to show what 
effect a previously granted foreign patent has on 
the term ofan American patent. The pending 
case arises largely from the contests between 
the different electric light companies of the 
country over priority of. invention. Edison's and 
all other electric light companies are involved, 
and whichever way the decision goes a number 
of patents nowin operation must be declared 
in valid or in use by the wrong parties. 


J. M. Christy of Des Moines, Ia., who is here 
attending the meeting of the Cracker Bakers’ 
Association of the Northwest, expresses the 
opinion that attempts to pool their issues will 
prove futile. Hethinks there will be some con- 
certed action to reduce prices, however. The 
mild weather had greatly injured the trade in 
certain grades of goods, particularly oyster 
crackers. Firms that had heretofore dealt quite 
heavily in oysters had on account of the unsea- 
sonable weather given up the business and had 
no use for cracker dust or crackers,

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REFORM IN LAND LAWS. 


‘THE HOUSE COMMITTEE REACHES AN 


AGREEMENT, 


Steps That Will Facilitate Legislation Re- 
pealing the Pre-emption aad Timber 
Culture Laws — Filibustering in the 
House—Heartless Officials in the De- 
partment of State— The Tarif Bill— 
Other Washington News. 


WASnINorox, D. C., Jan. 3.—The House 
Committee on Public Lands today took ac- 
tion on a Senate bill relating to the public 
lands, by means of which it is hoped to se- 
cure legisiation at this session of Congress 
that will greatly modify the public land pol- 
icy of the Government. The House passed 
during the last session @ bill repealing the 
preémption and tamber-culture and other- 
wise amending the land laws, but no action 
has been taken on the measure by the Sen- 
ate. In order to facilitate the passage of the 
essential features of this general land bill 
the House committee took up a bill passed 
by the Senate in December providing that 
the public lands of the United States 
now subjectto private entry shall be dis- 
posed of under the homestead laws only. 
After making numerous amendments to the 
bill, Mr. Holman was instructed to report_it 
to the House and ask its early consideration. 


It is the purpose of the committee in this 


way to endeavor to throw the proposed land 
reform legislation into the hands of a con- 
ference committee of the House aud Senate 
to secure, if possible, the substantial changes 
desired to be effected in our land laws. The 
bill agreed upon by the committee today pro- 
vides that the publiclands chiefiy valuabie 
for agriculture now subject to private 
entry shall be disposed of under tne Home- 
stead law only, and that the Pre 
emption law shall be repealed. Persons 
whd have made a preémption or homestead 
entry of land but have not perfected title 
thereto are given the right to make another 
homestead entry. Whenever a settler upon 
the public domain is unable on account of de- 
struction of crops, sickness, or other una- 
voidable casualty to secure a support from 
the land located upon the local land officers 
may grant a leave of absence from the claim 
to the settler for not exveeding one year. 
Homestead settlers who have made entry ‘o 
less than one-quarter section of land are 
given the privilege of making another entry, 
the aggregate quantity under entries not to 
exceed 100 acres. 
HEARTLES®S OFFICIALS IN THE STATE DE- 
PARTMENT. 

Representative O’Ferrall of Virginia has 
prepared a resolution which be expects to of- 
fer in the House asking the reason for the 


delay in the State Department in issuing 


warrants for the release of offenders against 
the law who have been pardoned by the 
President. Dec. 21 the President, at Mr. 
O' Ferrall's request, pardoned D. H. Martin 
of Patrick County, Virginia, convicted of 
violaton of the internal revenue laws. 
Martin is a cripple, in dad health, 
and with a family suffering during 
his confinement. Mr. O’Ferrall, in order 
that Martiu might be with his family during 
Christmas, immediately on the granting of 
the pardon had the Attorney General call on 
the State Department for a warrant for Mar- 
tin’s release, He then left for home, feeling 
assured that Martin would be released be- 
fore Christmas, but yesterday he learned, to 
his indignation, that the warrant had not yet 
been issued and that the man was still in 
jail. **The President,“ Mr. O’Ferrall says, 
“acted with prompiness, the Attorney Gen- 
eral did not delay fcra minute, and yet the 
Department of State has heid, and still bolds, 
back the necessary warrant for the release 
of a man pardoned two weeks ago.”’ 
FILIBUSTERING IN THE HOUSE. 

In the House today Mr. Reed, from the 
Committee on Rules, reported a resolution 
providing that during the remainder of the 
present session of Congress there shall be no 
call of the States and Territories on the first 
and third Mondays of each month. These 
Mondays are what are known as suspension 
days, and the object of the resolution is to 
prevent the opponents of tne Union Pacific 
funding measure and the Oklahoma bill from 
filibustering against an attempt to pass tLese 
measures under suspension of the rules, in- 
troducing voluminous bills under the call of 
States, and consuming the day by 
the demand -for their reading in full. 
Mr. Reed demanded the previous ques- 
tion on the adoption of the resolution, which 
called for a vigorous protest from Mr. Ander- 
son of Kansas, who has been one of the chief 
antagonists of the Union Pacific bill. He 
asked that two hours’ debate be allowed 
upon the resolution, but Mr. Reed deciined 
to accede to the request on the ground that 
he had been instructed by his committee to 
demand the 2822 question, Mr. Ander- 
son demanded the yeas and nays on ordering 
the», previous question, when no quorum 
voted, the roll disclosing 114 votes in the af- 
firmative and 28 in the negative—Mr. Ran- 
dail being tne only member of the Commit- 
tee on Rules voting with the minority. 
A call of the House was then ordered. 
The call showed the presence of 171 mem- 
bers, being eight more than a quorum, but 
the margin was too narrow @ one, and the 
proceedings under the call were not sus- 
vended. r. Randall suggested to Mr. Reed 
that as the resolution Was a privileged one 
and could be called up at auy time be with- 
draw it until tomorrow, and allow tne House 
to proceed today to the consideration of the 
River and Harbor Appropriation bill. This 
Mr. Reed refused to do unless he could re- 
ceive essurance that there would be no fili 
bustering against the resolution tomorrow, 
and as this assurance was not forthcoming 
the suggestion ended in naught, and at 3:05 
the House adjourned, 

SWAMP LANDS DECIBION. 

In the case of the United States vs. The 
State of California, involving the question 
of the right of the State to indemnity for 
school lands to compensate deficiencies in 
fracuonal townships, made so by reason of 
swamp lend found therein, the Secretary has 
reversed the decision of the Commissioner 
of the General Land Office and sustained the 
validity of said selections. 

THE TARIFF BILL. 

The Senate disposed of thirty-one and ene- 
half pages of the Tariff bill tod nearly 
finishing the cotton schedule. Mr. Vance ip- 
troduced @ lot of amendments reducing du- 
ties, but they were uniformly veted down by 
party vote. Mr, Pugh delivered a set speech.

[Mr. Fishback fails cumously to see that gains 
or losses of gold must be computed on a per cap- 
ita basis. In 1887 the United States made a gain 
of $32, 153,630 in its supply of gold, and during that 
year there was an increase of population amouat- 
ing to about 1,400,000, thus making the net gain in 
gold equal to about $23 per capita for that accre- 
tion of inhabitants, or over 50 cents for every 
person in the United States, In 1888 the United 
States lost $26,426,102, which must be subtracted 
from the per capita of gold in the United States, 
The exportation instead of increasing the gen- 
eral stock, say, 53 cents per head reduced it, say, 
44 cents, and this certainly means that the coun- 
try is worse off in gold nearly $1 per capita than 
it would be if things had gone slong as pre- 
viously for fifteen years. Nothwithstanding 
the heavy stock of gold coin on hand 
—considerably more than §500,000,000—it ts not 
clear that the country can endure the present 
rate of loss for any great length of time without 
feeling it.

MARKETS. 


The leading produce markets were less active 
yesterday and ranged lower. The January buige 
was in the doWnward direction thus far, to the 
great surprise of many who had thought the 
markets would all be strong with the opening of 
the New Year.
